war go on, it would give attention to a 
propcsition, whfn it cime properly 
before it, which would be honorab'e 
to Japan and not humiliating to 
Russ'a 
The first contention men 


tioned by the Rusiian newspaper was 
that Japan demanded from Rnss'a a (ul 
restitution of all tie expenses of the 
wtr. N:> such humiliat'ng prrpoa'tion 
wss ever thought of cr dc minded by 
J»pm. It must be borae in mind that 
the coiversat'on between Pres!dent 
Roosevelt and the Japanese minister 
was not cfflc'a'; it was a friendly con- 
versatior, without aiy rrq'iest thai 
his views be made known to Bussia— 
of the termi on which his government 
would listen to overtures of peace— 
firstly, that the Russian a my imme 
diately retire from Matehu-ia and 
return it to China as an integral part 
of the Chinese empire; secondly, that 
the power of. the Japanese over Corea 
be conn m'd and Port Arthur remain 
in the hands of the Japancte, and that 
the Ru'a' Transcontinental railway 
should, lor the present, be held by 
misel connection. There ie no need 
lor indemnity on account of the ex- 
penses of the v a- and the Japanese 
minister declared it to be his belief 
that on these terms a lasting peace 
cound be secured.

qiest was nude that tbe terms should 
be submitted to RuEsia, after 
the 


Japanese minister had retired, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt thought it wculd be 
entirely p-oper that they should be 
submitted to tbe Tsar. It is earnestly 
hoped that the Tiar will listen to the 
voice of reason, for the peace which 
ie proclaimed dees not f x'st in Russia; 
treason and assassination are as <a n 
pant, from Moscow to the North Cupf 
as they were when tl e tyrant Sa'giu 
was blown to pieces by an anarchist's 
bomb. Poland is virtually under mar- 
tial law.
